sponsored each year the Los Angeles County Museum, and now 
concluded, earns post mortem comment not what achieved 
but its failures. The general dullness these exhibitions ac- 
cumulates with the the nucleus creative effort elimi- 
nated eliminates itself, leaving residue stuffiness, banality.

so, why? This essence was the subject recent round table 
discussion sponsored “The Hollywood Quarterly,” new period- 
ical devoted the arts communication, particularly the motion 
pictures, radio and television, which will published under the 
joint sponsorship the University California and the Hollywood 
Writers Mobilization. number provocative issues that well 
deserve further elaboration were raised during the forum, which 
the film composers Adolph Deutsch, Hugo Friedhofer, Leigh Har- 
line, Ingolf Dahl, and the present writer participated, with Emmet 
Lavery, chairman the Mobilization, acting moderator.

This overheated atmosphere has been eliminated from truly con- 
temporary music, the best which neither un-emotional nor 
unexpressive. Modern composers prefer simplicity and under- 
statement exaggeration, and not wear their emotions their 
sleeves, speak, for they are convinced that subtlety usually 
has more lasting effect than the obvious. This the chief element 
contrast between post-romantic and contemporary music. But 
there are others also. with the simplification 
texture has come reduction the length compositions and 
growing economy orchestral means. Modern composers know 
that they can state musical idea simply and directly, much 
less time and with less elaborate instrumental combinations than 
was the case during the epoch romantic monumentalism. There 
has been marked reaction against certain favorite romantic de- 
vices and the super-charged manner performing them, for 
example, the inevitable expressive monologues the strings, played 
vibrant and sensuous manner possible, the lush cliché 
the harp glissando. Transparency orchestral coloring and 
economy means have been substituted for the thick and over- 
complex instrumentation the late 19th century. Simultaneously 
there has been return stricter musical forms, the realization 
that certain amount discipline will result greater poise. 
Perhaps the most prominent trait modern music the increased 
use dissonance. Some modern composers who boast being 
more “advanced” than any others have completely rejected con- 
sonance and tonality. doubt their idiom has contributed most 
the suspicion with which the lay public include motion pic- 
ture executives) views all modern music.

The contemporary composers whose 
works give adequate promise permanency are those who write 
dissonantly but not lose sight tonality contrasting 
consonance.

The polyphonic attitude most great composers 
from the middle ages the time Bach, age emotional 
restraint and self-imposed discipline music, shows marked affi- 
nity with the modern aesthetic. wonder, therefore, that 
much contemporary music neo-classical and linear. Dissonance 
used harmonically tone-clusters, the other hand, smacks 
impressionism which almost dated the post-romantic style.

And must also pre- 
pared admit that our own political morals are not likely very good unless something 
about them. For example, can longer fool ourselves with “we have territorial ambitions” 
which, upon examination now exposed for the pious fraud it’s always been, inasmuch having all 
the territory could possibly need, can well afford the lofty luxury not being forced covet 
our neighbor’s assets. Therefore, must willing understand and attempt adjust the needs 
other nations driven greedy selfishness economic pressures. 

The rich aunt doling out peppermints the poor relations cannot expect deeply loved. (Nor 
always have her peppermint for that matter.) her means that all well long 
done her self-righteous satisfaction. must then define, rather re-define, exactly what 
mean when speak “the necessity world cooperation.” longer merely matter 
diplomatic courtesy exchange economic crumbs between the very rich and the very poor. 
sense something very likely the need assure all people (without smirking) the quart 
milk they need—and when they need it, without asking quart their political and economic and 
blood return. are rapidly coming see that paternalism not the basis upon 
which, nor even point departure from which, can hope organize any correlated, inte- 
grated system within world that hopes live without eruption. 

have, our time, witnessed acceleration the birth pains catastrophe. can only hope 
that have the sense see what inevitable unless can introduce and maintain order 
world economics within which all nations can exist something other than “feast famine” basis. 
man group men will, for long, deliberately chocse any world organization that forces him 
remain poverty stricken slave for long can see into the foreseeable future. 

with all nations, are divided between those believe that any peace satisfactory long 
come out top and those who believe that there “top” every nation should 
part it. Quite naturally, the face the practical facts the moment, know that much 
done before the latter situation can realized completely. But that trend that direction 
being definitely established longer questionable. will depend upon how much will 
forced struggle against our own uninformed and selfish ambitions—before will admit the con- 
ception “One World.” must also admit that people’s peace has powerful enemies and that 
those enemies are not necessarily “nations” but people and attitudes within all nations. That the 
level which must attempt establish what must recognize political and social morals. 
The United Nations Conference has made the need for the establishment such standard pain- 
fully obvious. Perhaps few realized the depths which many the enemies have descend- 
order establish their lobbies international basis. Their chicanery can measured 
only the valiant, and hope successful, efforts those who thwarted least exposed the 
obvious attempts sell humanity short order return the pre-war status quo. 

Very slowly the outline the great problem and full knowledge the great task before be- 
comes apparent. Only can informed the truth, only when the facts can longer 
kept from us, will able make honest judgment the too many explosive events that 
might well throw into the beginnings new conflict. For instance, must point one im- 
portant source international infection—a full explanation all the motives behind the machina- 
tions the London-Polish Government Exile would make very lurid reading. again, com- 
plete, factual, and objective explanation everything that was behind the career man like 
Laval. again, careful study that strange collection suspect personalities that put our 
wrong political foot forward the beginning the African Campaign. Specifically? Very well, 
then, our collaborative flirtations with the tribe Peyrouton. 

all very well assume that our intentions are good, but would seem that the results what 
are responsibility that bear with all the people good will all over the world; and 
have not only answer our own conscience but also those who believed and worked with 
the supposition that our objectives were the same—a world honest peace. cross section 
share with every other nation the hysterics, the emotional idealists, the cynics, the hand-wringers, 
the wailing weepers; and must understand that, and must know that any true solution must 
come from clear thinking and sense decency. And there again where our political morals come 
in. cannot ourselves men little faith nor can permit the men little faith set the 
pattern the future. 

Perhaps our terror comes from recognition the fluidity present events the fear that acci- 
dents can easily send tumbling into ruin. That not true unless the human race intends 
commit itself eventual suicide, unless the quality reason unconvincing that must 
reinforced the need arm ourselves the teeth-—or unless subscribe the words 
returning general, both profane and brilliant, who stood before Sunday School class his own 
city and said the three and four-year-olds present, “You are the soldiers and the nurses the 
next war.” believe none this—we believe that the yearning for peace the hearts and 
minds millions people strong enough force the decision the favor human decency.

Most live, work, and pursue cultural activities 
the city metropolitan region. Indeed, roughly sixty per- 
cent the people our country make their homes urban 
areas; half these people live cities more than 100,000 
inhabitants. Within this vast multiplicity individual ob- 
jects and structures we, people, live, yet how often 
subject analysis the form and content the urban unit? 
How well know its effect our daily lives, our ulti- 
mate culture? severely have put trial those res- 
ponsible for the existing form and structure these col- 
lective homes ours—our cities and metropolitan regions? 

order that may consider objectively the esthetic im- 
pact this urban unit which have developed our col- 
lective home, must realize its complicated form, struc- 
ture, and function. For can put our finger most 
the products the creative industrial designer and can 


encompass few minutes walk the structures designed 


and built the architect. But try know fully and 
all the senses city like San Francisco, Los Angeles 
Rio Janeiro less than lifetime. 

THE PROBLEM 


Let state the problem the city and region today: 
simply the total disintegration form, space, and struc- 
ture the urban pattern. Our cities are characterized 
conditions obsolescence and disorder which produce only 


negative esthetic But before discussing this prob- 


lem might ask what opportunities exist for esthetic con- 
tact with this complex urban form—the city. know 
that “esthetics” its original Greek sense meant “percep- 
tive,” that which know experience through our 
senses: seeing, hearing, feeling, tasting, smelling. Most 
our esthetic contact with the urban environment is, 
course, through sight—buildings, streets, their form and 
color. Disorder them gives unpleasant esthetic experi- 
ence. Much contact through hearing—the noise the 
street cars and automobiles reacts upon negatively 
from the esthetic point view the sound the wind 
pine trees does positively the nature-made world. There 
little taste sense touch our contact with the urban 
world, but smell does play important part making the 
city repulsive attractive our senses. 

Now would like suggest another kind esthetic contact 
with the city: deeper esthetic experience caused the 
reaction form, space, and structure our social senses— 
that is, our senses justice, right and wrong, economic 
equality, just distribution liberties and opportunities 
all races and all income groups—in short, the application 
democratic standards the building cities. this 
contact which has caused the dramatization New York’s 


“Dead End Kids,” and the slum clearance movement through 
government-financed housing. 


Thus, believe, esthetic contact with the city may inter- 
preted physical social. Our ability experience either 
depends upon our natural sensitivity and the extent which 
our senses have been dulled escape attitudes. would 
difficult deny that our society the creative artist 
has become over-occupied with the art-life two-dimen- 
sional canvas and significant forms abstract sculpture, 
while the city about him has, frankly speaking, gone pot. 
For where the logic traveling dirty, crowded street- 
cars, through commercialized streets which are esthetically 
nauseating visit exhibition highly refined art for 
brief hour two, when actually the entire city stands 
potentially far more significant work art? The city 
art form offers canvas huge scale, using for mater- 
ials the form, space, and structure streets and buildings, 
parks, and open space for human use and enjoyment. Why 
that our art critics write thousands words favor 
against the finer points exhibits isolated art work, but 
ignore whole world potential art standing about them 
the form our cities, waiting for deserved and aggressive 
criticism? 

This potential art form, the city, has disintegrated that 
almost defies description. Our downtown districts are con- 
gested and overbuilt with wide variety eclectic architec- 
tural phenomena known other age but our own. Around 
this central core lies wide band blight and obsolescence 
which live good third our people; these are not always 
slums, but may elegant least substantial homes 
yesterday left behind and turned over newcomers the 
flight from the city those who can afford the luxury 
the suburbs. Beyond this, fading off into the rural dis- 
tance, lies band newer middle-class houses, which often 
fully satisfy material standards today, but which add 
mediocrity, pure and simple, from any long range 
cultural point view. Over all this, lies network costly, 
disjointed transportation and traffic ways, barbarously slic- 
ing the city into ribbons, which turn snarl and tangle 
beyond hope. order maintain this thoroughly disin- 
tegrated social unit which have painstakingly built, 
provide many public services: costly equipment for fight- 
ing fires (one method nature would use destroy the worst 
spots), social welfare services combat juvenile delinquency 
and crime which breed where people live too close one 
another and not close enough nature. supply health 
centers and clinics hold back tuberculosis and other dis- 
ease encouraged bad housing. elaborate 
fic control systems and page 46) 
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heard well-known architect who held 
conviction that was not necessary for him 
see the site before designed house. All 
needed was engineer’s survey and, ac- 
cording his theory, could sit down his 
office and design house for any location 
earth. We, the other hand, have always held 
the opposite theory that before touching pencil 
paper was not only necessary visit the 
site, but have heart-to-heart talk with the 
client. Any other process tends make house 
either overly conventional overly intellectual. 
Nothing equal visit the site really 
sense the views, panorama, winds, obstructions, 
etc., and only intimate communion with the 
client can bring out and incorporate into the 
plans all those likes and dislikes and whims, 
you wish, which make the home individual. Ac- 
cording our own little post-war 
clients, individualism still the ideal the 
American home owner. 

All this springs from the fact that, for this

Now somewhat sum the site problems. have here house 
lot 95’ about 194’, the east side Lasheart Drive new subdivision 
Canada. With mild year-around climate, out-door living area 
the east seemed desirable, which brought the house toward the street. Such 
big lot was excellent but still thought some portion should enclosed 
protect from surveillance. fact tried atrium, patio, you 
would rather call that, but this sort arrangement strained the budget.

The unlabeled closet off the bedroom hall— 
that for guests’ coats. The lower section the bookcase will have doors 
hide messy magazines, storage games and card tables.

This work 
appreciation addressed not the beginner who occasion- 
ally achieves moments concentrated listening but the 
sophisticate, self-satisfied with traditional pedantic gossip 
the rut his own prejudice. The sum these new pub- 
lications adds little our knowledge the critic, who hav- 
ing chosen his little story, joke, illustrative example, more 
than once repeats himself, but much our appreciation 
the limited and learned human being. 

Sir Donald was poet. was man who dreamed 
learned strophes, which invariably turned prose the 
text. conceived details that the description pro-

duce surprising and expected whole effects—surprising be- 
cause Tovey himself never ceased express almost naive 
astonishment the outcome them; expected, because be- 
ing inherent the context the music they never lead 
otherwise than the outcome the text. had the 
learning and imagination discover and the literary art 
expose the concrete processes musical transformation that 
make work art unique. Somewhere between magi- 
cian’s handbook that describes the trick but cannot 
duce the entertainment and argumentative 
retical treatise, Tovey’s writing spoke with 
zeal fired always with true amateur’s incontinence. The 
earnestness his manner preserved the style his musico- 
grammatical enthusiasm from dropping into the merely ex- 
ternal and grotesque. And like wise and gentle human 
was precise and 
beautiful pedant, the sort whose pedantry like gold- 
smith’s work with facts, ornamental, precious, luxury for 
the self-conscious, yet serving this end cause 
beauty durable and superior workmanship, short 
ethical purpose. man who will make right 
argument, crying down dogma with personal defiance; 
scholar and prose-writer who thought towards the farther 
dimensions the poet; lacking himself simply the capa- 
city genius.

The writings Tovey fall into several distinct types: the 
musical précis, the brief note intended illuminate some 
feature without fully examining the entire composition, the 
small study including some emotional equivalent the 
music, and the large study aiming once emotionally 
descriptive and exhaustive. Beyond these reached through 
the lecture toward larger summaries critical and com- 
positional philosophy which remains its best anecdotal and 
like unfinished conversation.

Today’s cities depend upon over-all planning more than any others 
before history, for ours are the most complex, the most con- 
sciously created cities any century. Early urban architecture 
depended primarily natural, rather than man-made form and 
decisions. Thus, the architectural integrity Athens derived from 
the availability single building material—stone—plus cer- 
tain amount conscious planning. Early California villages were 
simple, harmonious architectural character because the gen- 
eral use adobe construction. limited choice building mate- 
rials permitted limited variety structural forms, and the result 
was one harmony throughout each entire street and the whole 
community—that is, uniform building heights, similar colors, 
harmonious window and cornice designs, etc. Today California

OUR JOB AHEAD 

And now what the job are going achieve 
this happy objective? What practical steps can taken over- 
come the lethargy the past, re-orient the direction city build- 
ing and city planning? 

First, using the term, “esthetics,” snould interpret that word 
broadly possible and permit greater field activity 
than that within the limits the art gallery. Once have ac- 
cepted such broader objective, here are five things may do: 
Bring the creative designer—the architect, city planner, industrial 
designer, and landscape architect—into more active duty. There 
are some 22,000 architects the United States today, yet their lack 
effective influence the building cities becomes apparent 
the first glance almost any Main Street your town mine. 
See that our universities are provided with courses urbanism— 
city and regional planning—for the training architects and plan- 
ners who will fully understand the problem ahead and prepared 
make lifetime work re-building our cities. 

Take active part the work our City Planning Commis- 
sions, Housing Authorities and other agencies concerned with guid- 
ing the growth the city. must see that such departments 
function according high standards using creative, socially-con- 
scious personnel. your community has Planning Commission, 
see that one set up, and that its membership composed men 
and women really broad civic interest. Too often the past, 
Planning Commission members represented single group with 
particular axe grind rather than representing the best inter- 
ests the whole community. 

Join your local citizen organization concerned with promoting 
and supporting the principle master planning the city’s future. 
there such body, organize one. 

Study and read into the problems our cities find out the 
reasons for these problems. Look into the economics land con- 
gestion which produces slum and blight areas. Learn something 
new techniques for action city planning. One example the 
Urban Redevelopment legislation, already passed about nine 
states and now pending California; this law make possible 
public assembly land through condemnation for the purpose 
later development private capital conformance with Master 
Plan: Read what has been done other countries city building 
pre-Nazi Germany, Sweden, England, and South America. 
Creative artists chenging world must interested the 
new forms arising that world—and their democratic signifi- 
cance human welfare, both cultural and material. essential 
keep close touch with those changes, which are determining 
the future form our environment, are avoid the errors 
the past and shape urban culture for the future. chang- 
ing world can longer afford think only the insular 
terms “art appreciation,” “good taste” and the socially remote 
“ert museum.” must pay attention and follow the lines 
action most closely affecting the form the urban environment 
and pursue each them with equal strength. These include not 
only techniques city and regional planning, but also industrial 
design, architecture, housing, landscape design, sculpture, and 
music. Nor must overlook the many less tangible social and 
economic forces which are shaping and mis-shaping the cities 
which you and live.

Unlike Comedy Errors, which has happy ending, this coming “Era Errors” 
may regretted history. will very akin the vulgar and unsound thinking which caused 
the “Florida Boom” and the extremes the ridiculous “Glorious Twenties.” And, true his- 
torical recording, the architecture may likewise unsound, vulgar, decadent, chaotic. 


The individual architect may not all blame for this. His work can only tune with the 
thinking, acting, and conscience his client. Infrequent yet inconspicuously beautiful exceptions 
will continue raise the cultural standard. The “Era Errors,” like its precedents, will short- 
lived and soon forgotten save for those unfortunate examples which only time can erase. 


Therefore seems wise give all possible warning the investor and experimenter the imme- 
diate future. that hath ears let him hear. this end, shall broaden our discussions from 
that concerning homes, include the full field building. 


All architecture created certain basic principles. does not create these principles, but 
rather the effect thereof. While there are many principles involved, there are three which are sig- 
nificantly outstanding. These three are Civilization, Philosophy, and Geography. The influence 
these three principles architecture direct and adamant that they alone preclude any 
interpretation architecture along international, cosmic, advanced spatial thought, global, even 
hemispherical lines. who claims understand and reveal the architecture the future di- 
vorced from these three principles merely clairvoyant and equal credibility any fortune- 
teller. Without these three principles architecture cannot come into being exist. 


Let study that principle Civilization, which are the essence. the Babylonian and 
Egyptian days, the civilization was that ruling dynasties, the royal favorites, the big shots, the 
religious hierarchy, the medium big shots, the little big shots, and the people. was stratified 
and laminated civilization. Its architecture was florid, laminated, veneered, complex its social 
counterpart classes. the Grecian era, the “Golden Age,” there was but one class, the citizen. 
man was measured his own value, not that his position. The architecture became 
standard its simplicity, and sincerity, and has endured through history. the Medieval days, 
the “Dark Ages,” the civilization was involved and intricate, kings, dukes, barons, knights, squires, 
serfs, almost unlimited division. The architecture was grotesque, flamboyant, compli- 
cated. the days young America, the civilization was akin the simplicity the Pilgrim 
Fathers. All men are equal. And, Colonial architecture reflected that individualism and its attend- 
ant integrity. the Twenties, our code the equality all men seemed lose its significance. 
Power and money created new strata men. The opulence one man raised (?) him above his 
fellows. The ability man was less importance than his affluence. That false standard 
raised eyebrows and tilted noses. The bigness one’s bootlegger placed one different social 
group. Never the history the world were there more varied social classes. And, the archi- 
tecture was false, pretentious, insincere, monument the false civilization the times. Then 
came depression tremendous scope. These false standards were ruthlessly brushed away re- 
lentless economic pressure. Again became people where “all men are equal;” that time 
also equalized their own desperate efforts make ends meet. And. 

the architecture one individuality, integrity, and exquisitness. 


What will the coming days? The architecture Babylon, Egypt. 
the Dark Ages, and the Twenties are fortunately almost overlooked. Ex- 
cept for archeological reasons they find practically application today. 
The architecture the Grecian, Colonial, and Depression days are still 

flourishing and find constant adaptation use. Babylon, Egypt, the Dark Ages, and the Twenties 
represent types collective architecture. Collective that the similarity found each and with- 
each was occasioned one ruling class imposing its concepts all the others. The instinctive 
and individualistic architecture Greece, the Colonial Days, and the Depression are fine examples 
what the equalization man and his individual right express himself individually can do. 


Our future architecture depends our civilization; whether preserve our equality 


tunity and rights, pervert into mere sameness through aping alleged superiors stratified 
civilization, negate through so-called “leveling” restrictions socialization. 


The inventor will desire architecture that reflects long term usefulness, individualized 
appeal, not the short span like that the already Twenties. will seriously study the 
lasting values our civilization and will see that his investment expresses those features. will 
not embrace historical precedent whose sole charm lies its antiquity, nor will led into clair- 
voyance and soothsaying about architecture tomorrow which can incite another decade in- 


sincerity and falsification design. Let design well for today with today and will outlive to- 
morrew,
